That Is lo say, in quoting an Instance, 
iE an explosion occurred In a building, and 
fire immediately started and destroyed half 
tbe ruins, the insurance policy would only 
cover the loss of Lhc half desLroyed by fire 
even though the other half was totally 
ruined.

ScaV Faced Charley, arnied with a Win- 


chester, revolver and limiting knife, was 
the center otii group nt tho flourhouse. To 
reach him the soldiers would have to ride 
across the agency grounds between the 
lines of Indians. They would have I o pass 
five sheds and houses behind which the In- 
dians could ilnd shelter. The excavation 
for a new storehouse would make a rifle 
pit for 50 redsliSns. At B o'clock the agent 
telegraphed over to the fort: 


"Don't cotrj'o. You couldn't take him 


with 000 men." 


At 10 o'clock a single white man came up 


the road, with his mustang going at an 
easy canter. ~ .While he was yet a rifleshot 
away the Indians recognized him as Wild 
Bill,, and there .was an uneasy movement 
among them. Every man was watching 
him as ho turned to the left and rode into 
the agency. He might have a dispatch for 
the agent, or he might want to make a pur- 
chase. When he did not dnnv rein at the 
store, .the uneasiness was more marked. 
The Indians gathered in groups and con- 
versed in .whispers. As the 'rider reached 
these groups he uttered a brief "howdy*" 
but did not check his pace. At .thnt same 
easy canter, :ttfld with his gaze fastened on 
the group at the llourhouse, the famous 
scout rode down the wide avenue and made 
ho halt until ho reached the group. He 
nodded to two or three Indians whom he 
knew, and then said to Scar Faced Charley: 


"I have come after yon. It is not far, and 


iny horse wiij carry double." 


There was the man who had sworn never i 


to be. taken .alive; nroiynd him were 300 j 
friends who had,, promised to wipe out any 
force sent-.;to cap.ture, him. Instead of 200 
or SOO soldiers; here was one lone man. Ev- 
ery onelpoked.|it him in blank amazement. 
He knew- why they had assembled, and -yet 
he daredjtake the risks. He had knife and 
revolver, buthodid not .put, uhandto either. 


"I will not go!" ropliedthe half breed, hut- 


there was indecision in his tones. 
.. "I am sent for you. I shnll take yon 
dead or alive. 
Give up your arms and 


come along." 


For i}0 seconds every Indian seemed to 


hold his breath, and all stood us rigid as 
posts. One -well aimed bullet would settle 
tho scput, but not a gun was raised to fire, 
it. Hiilt a dozen of those stalwart men 
could rush him off the grounds, to return 
at his peril, but not o foot moved. A regi- 
ment would bavo been attacked-long ago.

In 1840 he was promoted to the grade 
of chief oJ battalion and sent to Algiers, 
where he. distinguished himself in 1S42. 
He was recalled to; France aud promoted 
to the rank of general of brigade on" Dec. 
2,1850. In April, 1S55, he served .with the 
army of the east at Sebastopor.

bravery at the attack of the Malakaoff on 
June 18, the same year, led to his being 
made general of division four days after- 
ward.

Returning to France he took' part in the 


Italian campaign: On Oct. 3, 18G3, he 
was made general commandant of the 
National Guard of the Seine.

BURNED TO DEATH, 


FRIGHTFUL AFFAIR^ T<5 WHICH 
MRS. PARKER WAS A VICTIM. 


(She Probably 
Causlit Firo From the 


Stove and There Beiue No Assistance at 
Hand Sue Burned to Death and tlie 
House Took Fire. • 


Mrs. Miranda Parker, widow of the late 


Benjamin Parker, who lived with her son 
Jonathan Parker, in Dracut about four 
miles from Central biidge, in the north 
end of the town, lost her life last night in a 
horrible manner. She was partially para 
lyzed and so not in full possession of her 
powers. Her son had qone on a visit to 
neighbor's house. When he returned he 
found the house on flre and in the kitchen 
the body of his mother. 
The house was 


partially destroyed by the flre. 


It is supposed that Mrs. Parker's clothes 


caught fire-at the kitchen stove, and she 
was unable to extinguish it and so was 
smothered or burned to death. 


Mrs. Parker was OS years of age, 
and 


life long resident of the town.

The explosion of Saturday night, which 
an old story now, was one of the most 


tartling for years in this city. It occurred 
t 9.33 p. in., and fifteen minutes later it 
eemedasif half the inhabitants of the 
ity were down town as special investigat- 
ng committees of the cause of a good 
ized earthquake. 
Peter Yianolopulus, aged 23 years, a 
ruit vender, who probably knew more 
nan anybody else about the explosion, 
ied at St. John's hospiu!, at 10 'o'clock 
ast night, as the result, of the explosion. 


Stories do not agrue as to details of the 
splosion but in the mam they seem feasi- 
le enough and perhaps solve the interest- 
ng problem of how it happened that the 
aphtha made such a racket. 
A SUN re- 


jorter was among the first on the scene 
vcn before the debiis had ceased falling 
.nd from a young woman who lived in the 
xljoining house a story was obtained which 
ame very near bein^ the right one. 
She 


lad just gone into Mrs. Jameson's board- 
ng house and was making the remark that 
he fruit dealer and a boy had just gone 
uto tbe shed with a lantern. 
This shed 


.djoined tbe Paige sheet end of the cor- 
poration boarding house kept by Miss S. 
A. Swasey and Mrs. Jameson. The shed, 
me of those built for kitchen purposes, 
was of wood one story in height, and was 
et by Miss Swasey to a Greek fruit dealer. 


The victim of the explosion was em- 


)loyed by this pedler. 
He slept in tbe 


bed durine the winter as it, was not need- 
ed for the storing of fruit. It is supposed 
hat he went to the shed to either replenish 
a torch used at the trait stand corner of 
bridge or Pai«e street, or to do work of 
some kind by lantern light. The ten gal- 
on can of benzinmust have been in the 
room, and in leaking had filled the place 
with gas. This igniting caused the explos- 
on,oi,'possibly he tried to pour out naphtha 
vith the same result. 
As the man who 


cnew just what caused the accident is dead 
he cause can only be surmised. 


When the explosion came it practically 


blew the shed to pieces.

S J. Johnson were amonff the first on 
the scene • and the first named found a 
man in the debris.

Gene 
saw the man's face, whicn was a horrible 
sight, and dropped him, and then Dr. Har- 
rington went to the man's assistance, and 
with Dr. Johnson carried him across to 
iligh Loy's laundry.

pull m the fire alarm. The first two min- 
utes were about as exciting as any one ever 
saw for glass was rattling from all the sur- 
rounding buildings, and a bright blaze

jontractor Baker it appears had started in 
to do a little investigating on his own ac- 
count, and as the victim was beins pulled 
out of the debris he had seized a small oil 
can, which the man held in his hand, and 
pulled it into the street. The oil blazed up, 
somebody yelled look out for another ex- 
plosion, the crowd retreated while Mf. 
Baker monkeyed with the can until he 
had turned off the faucet and stopped the 
flow of oil.They rifted tlie Koof. 


The fire department responded and one 


line of hose was laid but not used, the 
chemical extinguishing the blaze. Chief 
Hbsmei at once set the ladder men at work 
overhauling tlie ruins. The shed roof was 
in one piece and this was thrown over one 
end so that it leaned against the next shed. 
There wasn't much left of the shed, or its 
contents, but a lavatory was thoroughly 
shattered. 
This fact gave rise to the the- 


ory of a sewer gas explosion on the part 
of "those who were skeptical that ten gal- 
Ions of benzine could kick lip such a rum- 
pus. 
Chief Hosmer didn't find much to 


investigate; there were a few fragments of 
tin cans, half a small oil stove and a few 
chips. There wasn't much to see but fully 
8000 persons came to see this little, and 
until midnight people came and went by 
hundreds. 


In the mean time Drs. Harrington and 


Johnson had made a superficial examina- 
tion of Yianolopulus and found him to be 
frightfully hurt, both arms and one leg 
broken, his head cut, his hair partly 
burned off and every evidence of internal 
injuries. He was bleeding from the nose 
and mouth and presented a frightful as- 
pect. The ambulance came and he was 
taken to the hospital. Then it was re- 
ported he had died in the ambulance, and 
when this had been denied, reports kept 
springing up every hour that night and all 
day yesterday that he had died. The vic- 
tim breathed his last at 10.15 last night, 
after being unconscious from the time "of 
the explosion. 
Rev. Mr. Yiatses, the 


Greek 
missionary, 
to whose Sunday 


school class Yianolopulus belonged went to 
the hospital yesterday, but was unable to 
set any information owing to the man's 
condition. Yianolopulus came to Lowell 
from New York two months ago. He was 
a native of Tripoles. Greece, and had at- 
tended the evening school here 


The Property Damaged. 


The property blown up and damaged 


belonged to George V. White of Boston, 
K. J. MacKenzie agent, it being purchased 
a year ago from the Massachusetts com- 
pany. Miss Swasey sub-let the shed and 
she did not know of a quantity of oil being 
stored there. The force of the explosion 
broke every pane of glass on that side 
of the brick block and on the Paige street 
side. 


A cyclone could not have cleaned out the 


windows so thoroughly as it did in the Cour- 
ier building. 
Editor Giilon was forced 


to make a ''nota bene" that the Courier's 
plant was in paneless condition. 
The en- 


tire Paige street front was cleaned oat and 
the compositors' cases in the upper story 
put in "pie,"' (a mixed up condition as ap- 
plied to type.)

Drisroil's saloon. The (iiaught in that 
placa was not confined to ale and beer en-

Hancock Life Insurance company's office, 
ou the third floor, 
took a tumble, 


and a big /plate glass pane, nearest 
East Merriiuack street, in Carter and Sher- 
burne's front, laid down for a rest on the 
sidewalk. A door in 0'Heir's store next 
to THE SUN building was broken. 
In all 


the buildings on Paige street, as far as the 
woodyard, the windows were broken. 


The Explosion's Force. 


The vibrations from 
the explosion 


seemed to pass from southeast to north- 
west, as if following a vein of rock.

instance, the shock was very distinctly 
felt in the Central block, anil Pollard's 
building on Palmer street, and was not felt 
so severely on Kirk street or across the 
canal on Central street.

ities which made the very best showing at 
,ie Chicaco fair, to which the public 
ivited.but at which the Lowell public was 
cpreseuted only by llev. Mr. Gicene of 
iie school c^hmiltec and two ladies, one n 
ormer teacW. And these cases are typi- 
a! of scores of others. 
When I refer to the Lowell public I 


light,- of couise, to except teachers, whose 
.ttendance upon such meetings is usually 
pery giatifying. 
The institute, for in- 


taucn, which was held iu the city last 
erm. on a Sattuday, was attended, so far 
s I know,by every teacher of the city.and 
he lectures by Mr. Boyden of Bridgewaler 
mve not only been very largely attended 
iy teachers, but the hearers assess theiu- 
elves to pay the bills.

FRIGHTFUL AFFAIR?, T0 WHICH 
MRS- PARKER .WAS A VICTIM. 


$ho Probably

JUrs. Mirnnda Parker, widow of Lhe lale

EXPLOSION 


Mighty Kick Made by a Can 


of Naphtha. . 


IT KILLS A MAN AND WRKCKS A 


BUILDING. 


Fire Insurance 
Does 
Not 
Cover 


Damage by Explosions- 


There's a heap of Idck in a ten gallon 


can of naphtha. Witness thereof, Ihe ruins 
of a wooden building on Paige street. 


It was pract'eally demonstrated in this 


instance that fire and naphlha fumes[can't 
agree in close quarters. 


The explosion of Saturday night, which 


is an old story now, was ono of the most 
startling for years in this city. Jt occurred 
at 0.85 p. in., and fifteen minutes later it 
seemed as if half tho Inhabitants of the 
city were down town as special investigat- 
ing committees of tbe cause of a good 
si/ed earthquake. 


Peter Yianolopulus, aged 25 years, a 


fruit vender, who probably knew more 
than anybody else about the explosion, 
died at Si. Jonn's hospital, at 10 o'clock 
last night, as the result of the explosion. 


Stories do not agrue as lo details of the 


explosion but in the main they seem feasi- 
ble enough nnd perhaps solve the interest- 
ing problem of how it happened that the 
naphtha made such a racket. 
A Sux re- 


porter was among the lirst on tho scene 
even before the debris had eeaacd falling 
and from a young woman who lived in the 
adjoining house a story was obtained which 
came very neat1 being the right one. 
She 


had just pone into Sirs. Jameson's board- 
ing house and was making thu remark that 
the fruit dealer and a boy had just gone 
Into the shed with a lantern. 
This shed 


adjoined the. Paige street end of the cor- 
poration boarding house kept by Miss S. 
A. Swascy and Mrs. Jameson. The shed, 
one of those built for kitchen 
purposes, 


was of wood one story in height, and was 
let by Miss Swasey to a Greek fruit dealer. 


The victim of the explosion was em- 


ployed by this pedler. 
He slept in the 


shed durinc the winter as it was not need- 
eel for the storing of fruit. It is supposed 
that he went lo the Blied to cither replenish 
a torch used at the fruit stand corner of 
Bridge or Paige street, or to do work of 
some kind by lantern light. 
The ten gal- 


lon can of benzlnmust have heen in the 
room, and in leaking had filled the place 
with gas. This igniting caused the explos- 
ion,or,'possibly he tried to pour out naphtha 
with the same result. 
As the man who 


knew just what caused the accident Is dead 
the cause can only be surmised. 


When the explosion came it practically 


blew tbe shed to ..pieces. 
Officer Ingalls 


said a ball of lire shot into the air followed 
by dense 
smoke. 
Considerable debris 


went sky ward, and what appeared to be 
paper bags were all ablaze. 


Tlib Vlottm Found. 


A few seconds only elapsed after *thc 


shock before tbe rulua were.surrounded by 
people. 
Officer Johu Fox, E. P. HuOsker, 


E. Garficld Baker,IJr.T.F. liarriugLon and 
Dr. S. J. Johnson were among the lirst on 
the scene'. and the lirst 'named lound a 
manvin thu debris. 
Assisted by Gene Mc- 


Osker he tried to pull the man out. 
Gene 


saw the man's face, which was a horrible 
sight, ond dropped him, and then Dr. Har- 
rington went to the man's assistance, and 
with Dr. Johnson carried him across to 
HIe.li Ley's laundry. 
Officer Fox called 


the 
ambulance, 
and

had beeu cleaned out and told some one to 
pull iu the tire alarm. The first two min- 
utes were about as exciting as any one ever 
saw for elass was rattling'from all the sur- 
rounding buildings, aud a bright blaze 
from the ruins was lighting up the vicinity. 
Contractor Baker it appears had started in 
to do a little investigating ou.his own ac- 
count, and as the victim was beinc pulled 
out of tho debris he had seized a small oil 
can, which the man held in his baud, and 
pulled It into the street. The oil blazed up, 
somebody yelled look out for another ex- 
plosion, the crowd retreated while Mr. 
Baker monkeyed with the can until he 
had turned off the faucet and slopped the 
flow of oil. 


They Lifted Hie Hoot. 


The fire department rcspouded and ono 


line of hose was laid but not used, the 
chemical extinguishing the blaze. Chief 
irosmer at once,set the ladder men at work 
overhauling tlie ruins. The shed roof was 
in one piece and this was thrown over one 
end so tbat it leaned against the next shed. 
There wasn't much left of the shed, or its 
contents, but a lavatory was thoroughly 
shattered. This fact gave rise to the the- 
ory of a sewer- gas explosion on tbe part 
of those who were skeptical that ten gal- 
lons of benziuc could kick up such a rum- 
pus. 
Chief Hosmer didn't fiud much to 


investigate; there were a few fragments of 
tin cans, half a small oil stove and a few 
chips. There wasn't much to see but fully 
8000 persons came to sec this little, and 
until midnight people came and went by 
hundreds. 


In the mean lime Drs. Harrington and 


Johnson had made a superficial examina- 
tion of Ylanolopnlus and found him to be 
frightfully hurt, both arms and one leg 
broken, Ills head cut, his hair partly 
burned off and every evidence of internal 
Injuries. He was bleeding from the nose 
and mouth and presented a frightful as- 
pect. The ambulance came and he was 
taken to the hospital. Then it was re- 
ported he had died in the ambulance, and 
'when this had been denied, reports kept 
springing up every hour that night aud all 
day yesterday that he had died. The vic- 
tim breathed his last at 10.15 last nljrht, 
after being unconscious from the tliue'of 
the explosion.

Scar Faced Charley lind escaped from the 
gaurd house at the fort the night previous 
and sought their protection. They wore 
ready to fight a whole regiment sooner than 
give him up. They expected the soldiers to 
cotne, and they hud planned how the at- 
tack should "be niade. 


Scar Faced Charley, armed with a 
Win- 


chester, revolver and hunting knife, was 
the center of :i group at the fiourhouse. To 
reach him the soldiers would have to ride 
across the rigoncy grounds between tho 
lines of Indians. They would have to pass 
five sheds and houses behind which thulu- 
diaas could find shelter. Tho excavation 
for a iieiv storehouse would make a rifle 
pit for 50 redskins. At B o'clock the agent 
telegraphed over to tho fort: 


"Don't come. You couldn't take him 


with 500 men." 
: 


At 30 o'clock a single white man came up 


the road, with his mustang going at an 
easy canter. While ho was yet a rifleshot 
away tho Indians recognized him as Wild 
Bill, and thera.wus an uneasy movement 
among them. Every man WBB watching 
him as ho turned to the left and rouV into 
the agency. Ho might have a dispatch for 
the agent, or ho might want to make a pur- 
chase. When ho did not draw rein at the 
store, tha uneasiness was more marked. 
The Indians gathered in groups and con- 
Versed in Tvhispers. As the rider reached 
these groups he uttered a brief "howdy," 
but did not check his pace. At that same 
easy"canter,'and with his gaze fastened .on 
the group at the fiourhouse, the famous 
scout rode down the wide avenue and made 
no halt until bo reached the group.

Death of General Melllnet, Father of the 


French Army.

the father of the ^French army, is dead. 
He was born at Nantes, June 11,1798, and 
was the son of a general of the empire. 


He toot part in the Spanish war in 1S22, 


and was present at the siege of San Sebas- 
tian. In 1840 he was promoted to the grade 
of chief of battalion and sent to Algiers, 
where he distinguished himself in 1S42 
He was recalled to France and promoted 
to the rant of general of brigade on Dec. 
2,1850. In April, 1S35, he served with the 
army of .the east at Sebastopol. 
His 


bravery at'the attack of the Malakaoff on 
June IS, the same year, led to his being 
made general of division four days after- 
ward. 


Returning to. Stance he took part in the 


Italian campaign. On Oct. 3, 1S03, he 
was made general commandant of the 
National Guard of the Seine. He con- 
tributed greatly to the improvement of 
regimental music.

AT A RIPE OLD AGE. 


Death of General Mclllnct, Father of tho 


French Army. 


PARIS, Jan. 22.—General Emile Mcllinet, 


the father of the French army, is dead. 
Ho was born at Nantes, June 11, 1798, and 
was the son of a general of the empire. 


He took:part In thc Spanish war ju 1822, 


and was present at the siege o£ Sun Sebas- 
tian. In 1840 he was promoted to thegnida 
of chief of battalion aud Bent to Algiers, 
where he distinguished bimself iu 1845. 
Ho was recalled to France and promoted 
to the rank of general of brigade on Dec. 
2, 1650. In April, 1855, he served with the 
army of ^the east at Sebristopol. 
His 


bravery at the attack of the Malakaoff on 
June IS, the same year, led to his being 
made general of division four daysafter- 
wnrd. 


Returning to France he took part in the 


Italian campaign. On Oct. 3, 1603, he 
was made general commandant of the 
National Guard of tlie Seine. He con- 
tributed greatly to the improvement of 
regimental music.

WASHKOTOS, Jan. 23.— The internal 


revenue bill, as submitted to the full com- 
mittee by the ways and means committee, 
calls for a tar of 2 percent upon all in- 
comes ot citizens ot the United States, 
either at home or abroad, from any kind 
of property rents, interest divisions or 
salaries, on all amounts over and above 
HOOO. The bill goes iuto effect Jan. 1, lb',C..
